The Department of Elementary and Secondary 
Education (DESE) is the administrative arm of the 
State Board of Education. It is primarily a service 
agency that works with educators, legislators, 
government agencies and citizens to maintain a strong 
public education system. Through its statewide school- 
improvement initiatives and regulatory functions, 
DESE strives to assure that all citizens have access to 
high-quality public education. 


The scope of DESE duties ranges from early 
childhood to adult education services.

The department employs about 2,000 
persons throughout the state and has a total budget of 
about $4 billion. Almost 95 percent of the budget 
consists of state and federal funds that are allocated to 
local schools and other agencies.

Department of Higher Education 


The Coordinating Board for Higher Education was 
authorized by an amendment to the Missouri 
Constitution in 1972 and established by statute in the 
Omnibus State Reorganization Act of 1974. The nine 
board members, one from each congressional district, 
are appointed by the Governor and confirmed by the 
Senate. The term of appointment is six years. No more 
than five of the nine members may be affiliated with 
the same political party, and members serve without 
compensation. 


The commissioner of higher education is appointed by 
the Coordinating Board to carry out the goals and 
administrative responsibilities for the state system of 
higher education — with 13 public four-year college 
and university campuses, 18 public two-year 
campuses, | public two-year technical college, 25 
independent colleges and universities, and 120 
proprietary schools serving more than 360,000 
students.

The Power of One Vote 


The most often heard excuse for not voting in an election is “my one vote won’t make a difference. Yet history is full of 
instances proving the enormous power of one single vote. In many cases, the course of nations have been changed because 
one individual ballot was cast, or not cast, depending upon your point of view. Consider this . . . 

e In 1649, one vote literally cost King Charles I of England his head. The vote to behead him was 67 against 68 for — the 
ax fell thanks to one vote. 

e In 1771, just one vote gave America the English language instead of German. 

e In 1800, the electoral college met in the respective states to cast their two votes for President. At that time, the U.S. 
Constitution provided the candidate receiving the most electoral votes would become President and the candidate 
receiving the second highest number of votes would become Vice President. When the results of the electoral college 
votes were opened by both houses of Congress, there was a tie vote for President between Thomas Jefferson and Aaron 
Burr. That threw the election of President into the House of Representatives, where Thomas Jefferson was elected our 
third president by a one vote margin. 


e In 1824, none of the four Presidential candidates received an electoral majority. The election was again thrown into the 
House of Representatives, where John Quincy Adams defeated front runner Andrew Jackson by one vote to become 
the nation’s 6th president. Andrew Jackson received the majority of the nation’s popular vote. 


e In 1845, Texas was admitted to the union as a state by one vote. 


e In 1846, a one vote margin in the U.S. Senate approved President Polk’s request for a Declaration of War against 
Mexico. 


e In 1850, California was admitted to the union by a margin of one vote. 

e In 1859, Oregon was admitted to the union by a margin of one vote. 

e In 1867, The Alaska Purchase was ratified by just one vote paving the way for the eventual admission of America’s 
largest state in 1958. 

e In 1868, one vote in the U.S. Senate saved President Andrew Johnson from impeachment. 

e On November 8, 1923, members of the then recently-formed revolutionary political party met to elect a leader in a 


Munich, Germany beer hall. By a majority of one vote they chose an ex-soldier named Adolph Hitler to become the 
Nazi Party leader. 


e In 1941, the Selective Service Act (the draft) was saved by a one-vote margin — just weeks before Pearl Harbor was 
attacked.

Every three minutes a woman is diagnosed with 
breast cancer. 


This year 182,000 new cases of breast cancer are 
expected to be diagnosed in the United States.

Mammography is a low-dose X-ray examination that 
can detect breast cancer up to two years before it is 
large enough to be felt. 


When breast cancer is found early, the five-year 
survival rate is 96%. This is good news! Over 2 
million breast cancer survivors are alive in America 
today. 


Early Signs of Breast Cancer 


A lump is detected which is usually single, firm, and 
most often painless. 

A portion of the skin on the breast or underarm 
swells and has unusual appearance. 

Veins on the skin surface become more prominent on 
one breast. 

The breast nipple becomes inverted, develops a rash, 
changes in skin texture, or has a discharge other than 
breast milk. 

A depression is found in an area of the breast 
surface.

Compelling Reasons to Engage Girls in Science 


Babies are natural scientists. We can't help but notice 
their endless curiosity, their fresh perceptions, their 
sense of wonder at the workings of our planet, their 
immense joy of discovery. It is this enthusiasm, 
retained in adulthood, which lures people into the 
fields of science. Sadly, that enthusiasm fades more 
often and sooner for girls than for boys. Fortunately 
the reasons for this revolve to a great extent around 
actions and attitudes that can be changed. We all have 
the opportunity to help open the doors of science and 
technology to girls. 


As we turn the corner to a new century, sophisticated 
technology is increasingly important for our nation's 
economic, political and social health. Almost every 
element of society—fields as diverse as music, sports 
and agriculture—is being affected by changing 
technologies. Statistics showed that in the year 2000, 
80% of all jobs required a substantial degree of 
scientific and technological literacy. 


At the same time that the importance of technology in 
the workplace is growing, the ways of doing science 
and engineering are changing. Teamwork and project 
management are transforming a traditionally 
competitive and hierarchical style to one that is more 
collaborative. Often considered a “female” style of 
working, collaboration generates a more synergistic 
effort that results in a broader range of input, ideas 
and solutions. 


If we fail to adequately prepare young women to 
excel in the fields of science and mathematics—that is, 
if we fail to instill in them a sense of competence, 
ownership and excitement in these fields—we are 
setting up our daughters for a future of economic 
dependence and limited opportunity. We are also 
doing a disservice to the enterprise of scientific 
discovery itself. The inclusion of more women in the 
diverse fields of science has the potential to benefit 
these fields by integrating women's varied intellectual 
and problem-solving skills into the workings of a vast 
array of enterprises. We cannot afford to overlook so 
much of our nation's intellectual potential. 


However, the strength of our nation's economy and 
the health of scientific endeavors are not the only 
reasons we need to encourage young women in the 
sciences. Women have traditionally earned among the 
lowest incomes of all workers, and women still earn 
only seventy-two cents on every dollar compared to 
men. However, science and engineering careers 
generally provide a higher income than many of the 
traditional fields in which women work, and in some 
science careers, especially computer science, women 
and men are earning comparable salaries—quite 
possibly for the first time in the history of our 
country. By directly or indirectly excluding women 
from significant educational opportunities, we are 
jeopardizing their chances of attaining the 
professional careers that might lift many women from 
the cycle of poverty. 


Girls’ natural instincts to explore our world should be 
nurtured simply for the joy of it, but also as the key to 
lucrative and meaningful careers that can help make 
the world a better place. Moreover, as society 
embraces more technology, opportunities for 
employment in an ever-increasing range of fields will 
increase exponentially for those with the appropriate 
skills. In addition, as the option of telecommuting 
becomes more and more viable in a wide range of 
scientific and technological careers, women with the 
right skills will be better able than ever to fully 
integrate family and career life.

Domestic Violence Under the Law 


Domestic violence may be physical or emotional: slapping, punching, beating, kicking, threats of harm and verbal 
abuse are all forms of domestic violence. Violent behavior toward others is wrong no matter who does it. Family 
members are not excused. If you are in an abusive situation and don't do something to stop it, you may be harming 
your family. There is evidence that children raised in abusive homes are likely to become abusers or victims of abuse 
in later life. 


Physical Abuse Against You. The legal definition of domestic violence includes: causing you physical harm (hitting, 
kicking, slapping, throwing things, etc.) or threatening physical harm (with or without a weapon), coercing you to do 
something or refrain from doing something by threats or use of force, harassing you (causingemotional distress by 
lingering at your home, peering in windows, following you, etc.), forcing or attempting to force you to engage in any 
sexual act, or holding you against your will. 


Emotional Abuse. Domestic violence also includes placing a party in fear of imminent serious bodily harm by threat 
of force. This includes threats of violence; or other conduct that would cause a reasonable person to suffer substantial 


emotional distress, like “I will hit you”, “if you leave, I will hurt you,” or “if you tell anyone, I will kill you,” so long 
as the act actually causes substantial emotional distress. 


Child Abuse. The law provides for protection against violence toward children as well. Child abuse is any physical 
injury, sexual abuse or emotional harm inflicted on a child other than by accidental means by an adult household 
member. This includes sexual ause of children, such as fondling or rape. The abused children need not be the children 
of the abuser in order for you to file a child abuse petition. The law does, however, exempt discipline administered in 
a reasonable manner.

Your Rights Under the Family Medical leave Act of 1993 


FMLA requires covered employers to provide up to 12 weeks of unpaid, job-protected leave to “eligible” 
employees for certain family and medical reasons. Employees are eligible if they have worked for a covered 
employer for at least one year, and for at least 1,250 hours over the previous 12 months, and if there are at least 50 
or more employees within a 75-mile area. 


Reasons for Taking Leave: 


Unpaid leave must be granted for any of the following reasons: 


e To care for the employee's child after birth, or placement for adoption or foster care; 
e To care for the employee's spouse, son or daughter, or parent, who has a serious health condition; or 
e Fora serious health condition that makes the employee unable to perform the employee's job. 


At the employee's or employer's option, certain kinds of paid leave may be substituted for unpaid leave. 
Advance Notice and Medical Certification: 


The employee may be required to provide advance leave notice and medical certification. Taking of leave may be 
denied if requirements are not met. 


e The employee ordinarily must provide 30 days advance notice when the leave is “foreseeable”. 


e Anemployer may require medical certification to support a request for leave because of a serious health condition, 
and may require second or third opinions (at the employer's expense) and a fitness for duty report to return to work. 


Job Benefits and Protection: 


e For the duration of FMLA leave, the employer must maintain the employee’s health coverage under any “group 
health plan’. 


e Upon return from FMLA leave, most employees must be restored to their original or equivalent positions with 
equivalent pay, benefits, and other employment terms. 


e The use of FMLA leave cannot result in the loss of any employment benefit that accrued prior to the start of an 
employee's leave. 


Unlawful Acts by Employers: 


FMLA makes it unlawful for any employer to: 
e Interfere with, restrain, or deny the exercise of any right provided under FMLA; 


e Discharge or discriminate against any person for opposing any practice made unlawful by FMLA or for 
involvement in any proceeding under or relating to FMLA. 


Enforcement: 
e The U.S. Department of Labor is authorized to investigate and resolve complaints of violations. 
e An eligible employee may bring a civil action against an employer for violations. 


FMLA does not affect any Federal or State law prohibiting discrimination, or supersede any State or local law or 
collective bargaining agreement, which provides greater family or medical leave rights.
